Earlier this year, a core team for the Returning Catholic Ministry was formed. The team consists of Greg Sass, 
Fr. Mark, Henry Maicki, Cathy Sass, Ken Van Asma, John and Cathy Wang, and Bob and Pam Wentz from 
OLBH, along with Alan Adel and Jill Sowers-Legner from Blessed Sacrament. We've been meeting about every 
two weeks, learning about the ministry, reading books and developing the program for the parish. 

Our program is based on Sally Mews' book. Inviting Catholics Home. The main outreach portion of the program 
is a six-week series where we meet with people interested in returning to the Catholic faith. This series will be 
repeated several times each year. 

We are now looking for people interested in helping with the program in one or more ways: 

• Prayer partners who will pray for the program, for individual members of the team or a returning 
Catholic. We are asking everyone in the parish to pray for the program. A prayer we've been using 
is listed below in the box. 

• Companions or mentors willing to help someone through the journey of returning to the church. 
They need to be willing to visit with them, answer their questions, or if they don't know the 
answer, research it or direct them to someone who can answer the question. They may offer to go 
to Mass with them. 

• Returning Catholics, or those who have left the church, for whatever reason, but have since 
returned. These members of the ministry would share their own journey during one of the weeks 
of the program. The presentations would be in your own words, while sitting with those interested 
in returning to the Catholic faith. 

• Callers to help contact people about the program. Later in the year, we'll be asking parish 
members to provide us with names and contact information for family members, neighbors and 
friends who may wish to hear about the program. The callers will invite them to participate.

What is a nullity study? A nullity study is the 
process used to determine if a valid bond of 
marriage was ever formed according to the 
Church's understanding of marriage. The study is 
conducted by the diocesan tribunal, which issues a 
declaration of invalidity if, at the end of the 
process, it has been determined the marriage was 
never valid in the spiritual sense. If a declaration of 
invalidity is granted, it does not affect the 
agreements or declarations of civil law, such as 
property settlements or the legitimacy of children.

st .r \o of pietrelcina (P adre P io) 

On September 23 we celebrate the Feast Day of St. Pio of Pietrelcina. He was bom to peasant farmers in the 
small Italian village of Pietrelcina on May 25, 1887. From his childhood, it was evident that he was a special 
child of God. He was very devout, and at an early age felt drawn to the priesthood. He became a Capuchin 
novice at the age of sixteen and received the habit in 1902. In 1910, after seven years of studj 
he was ordained to the priesthood and became known as Padre Pio. 

On September 20, 1918, Padre Pio was kneeling in front of a large crucifix when he received 
the visible marks of the crucifixion, making him the first stigmatized priest in the history of 
Church. The doctor who examined Padre Pio could not find any natural cause for the 
wounds. The blood from the stigmata had an odor described by many as similar to that of 
perfume or flowers. 

Padre Pio had the ability to read the hearts of the penitents who flocked to him for confession. 

He often heard confessions for ten or twelve hours per day, and would always know just the right word of 
counsel or encouragement. 

Padre Pio died on September 23, 1968 at the age of eighty-one. On June 16, 2002, over 500,000 Padre Pio 
devotees gathered in Rome to witness Pope John Paul II proclaim him Saint Pio of Pietrelcina.
